BACCHARIS GLUTINOSA, PERS, 
R. E. Kunze,-M. D., Phoenix, Arizona. 


Baccharis Glutinosa is known as. the  Groundsel-tree, 
Groundsel-shrub and Water Mody. The genus, of which some 
two hundred species are known and found largely. in South 
America, was established by Linnaeus and dedieated to Bacchus 
because he loves to drink—water. It belongs to: the: order of 
Compositae. 

Description: A shrub from two to three feet high, herba- 
ceous stems above but woody and pithy towards the base. 
Leaves from three to four inches long and from three-fourths 
to one inch in width, elongate-lanceolate serrate . with scat- 
tered teeth on each side and glossy because covered with a 
resinous substance. The flower heads mostly. one-fourth inch 
long corymbosely cymose and borne on small simple stems. 
The color of the flower is white or.greenish white, having a 
peculiar odor not exactly fragrant. to. our olfactories, yet at- 
tracting many insects such as. butterflies . and ‘many | large 
wasps. The male and female flowers are found on different 
bushes. It affects the banks of irrigating ditthes, canals and 
the bottoms of rivers of the southwestern states. of the United 
States and frequently grows to a height.of from ten to twelve 
feet in the sloughs of large streams. At the junction of the 
Salt and Gila rivers southwest of Phoénix Arizona, I have ob- 
served acres of Water Mody growing so. dense that. were it 
not for the cow paths made. by. the. stoek going to and from 
water, it resembled an impenetrable Jungle, ‘more than “any- 
thing ‘else. 

The first knowledge. had of ‘the. properties of 
this shrub was while collecting specimens of natural history 
in the bottomlands of the Santa Cruz river near. ‘Tueson, Ari- 
zona, in April, 1896. I noticed a white inhabitant carrying an 
armful of the young branches of Water Mody which he had 
collected near by and, on questioning him, was informed that 
he intended to use it in the form of a poultice for the swollen 
leg of his horse. The bruised stem and leaves were macerated 
in the hot water and then applied as a cataplasm on account 
of its discutient properties. 
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An old Mexican neighbor of mine freighting in this city 
informed me that Mexicans used the leaves much as a poultice 
for swelling of horses’ legs. The leaves are first rolled into a 
mass, then roasted over hot ashes and applied to the affected 
parts as often as required for a cure. The Mexican wife of a 
white Union army veteran, living on my avenue, told me that 
the leaves roasted in hot ashes were used with success for in- 
flammation of the left hypochondriac region, but never if the 
trouble was located on the right side. It occurred to me that 
probably it was used especially for splenitis or ague cake. 
Another old resident of Phoenix, who _ had served as a 
scout in the regular army during many an Indian war, told 
me that the leaves of Water Mody were successfully used by 
old settlers of Arizona as a poultice for a swollen jaw. It 
seems that we are indebted to our Rictadn population for a 


knowledge of the use of this medicinal plant which should be 
more investigated. 


The above information is from excerpts of a Mss. entitled 
‘‘Materia Medica, Past, Present and Future,’’ copyrighted. 
Quite recently I learned that some of our Mexican citizens 

- make use of this remedy for bronchitis associated with severé 
cough of horses. The root is the part to be used, which is first 
cut into small pieces and then boiled for several hours in water, 
strained and given cold as a drench. On the following day a 
pint of olive oil is given to the animal. 


Horses are known to feed on the young tops of this shrab Die 
with avidity and it is thought that the ‘plant may be curative 
of some constitutional internal disorders. Whenever I happen 
to camp in or near the bottom of our river, and take my mare 
to the stream for watering, she never passes a bunch of B. 
Glutinosa without taking as many nips as time will permit. 
We learn much from the habits of animals, birds and even 
reptiles. 

In South America, where many species of Baccharis grow 
on the plateaus of Peru, Bolivia, Chile and New Granada, much 
more is known of the medicinal properties of several species 
of the Groundsel-shrub. In the Andes these shrubs cover large 
tracts of such plateaus, also on the Cordilleras and some reach 
an altitude of thirteen thousand feet above the sea level. On 
account of the resinous substance they are much used for fire 
wood in ovens. 

Baccharis Articulata or ‘“Bacchanta’’ of Brazil, is a bitter 
resinous aromatic herb. It is employed in indigestion, intes- 
tinal debility and anemia arising from the loss of blood. It is — 
there administered in pill form made from the extract. Baccha- 
ris Trimera of Brazil is used as a sudorific and tonic. Another 
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species, which has winged stems in place of leaves, is Baccharis 
Microcephala, which in Parana is put into warm baths for cur- 
ing rheumatism. Baccharis Genistilloides, of Brazil, which 
possesses a bitter extractive, when used with an aromatic, is 
employed in cases of intermittent fever. 


SOME REMARKS ON THE TREATMENT OF SOME 
EVERY-DAY DISEASES. 
B. R. Hubbard, M. D., Los Angeles, Cal.

Concealed Hemorrhage During Labor. 


Don’t try to medicate a case of intrauterine hemorrhage 
during a case of protracted labor. Medicinal agents have no 
place here, except such as will stimulate and support the pa- 
tient’s strength while the cervix is being dilated and the child 
delivered by grasping the feet: and turning. Nitrate of strych- 
nia, solution of adrenalin, chloride and digitalis in appropriate 
doses are the potent agents to be thought of in this connection. 

Inertia of the uterus resulting from hemorrhage at this 
time will not be relieved, or uterine contraction brought on by 
even heroic doses of ergot sufficiently strong to terminate la- 
bor under ordinary circumstances. Hemorrhage seldom takes 
place until after rupture of the membranes and the escape of 

the amniotic fluid, and the first symptomatic indications of the | 
impending crisis are a rapid, weak pulse, shortness of breath, 
faintness and a sense of depression with or without much of 
a hemorrhagic show. Often the first show of hemorrhage of 
eonsequence is the passage of one or more large clots while 
evacuating the bowels or voiding urine, especially if the vag- 
inal canal is the formation place of the coagulation of blood. 

- Stimulating contractions by external compression of the uter- 
ine globe, however feeble, will generally expel the clot when 
it has formed within its cavity. Not infrequently the uterine 
cervix will be found resting far backward in the hollow of the 
sacrum, thus counteracting the expulsive effect of the labor 
throes. When this is the case it will be well to introduce the 
forefinger into the patulous os and pull the cervix forward on 
a line with the inferior strait, where the position should be 
maintained, if possible, while the head engages in the inferior 
strait, or while rapid dilatation is produced and version ac- 
complished. 

If the hemorrhagic flow continues after the delivery of 
the child and placenta through inertia of the uterine walls, the 

uterus should be tamponed with sterile gauze. To accomplish 
this operative procedure the physician should have at hand a 
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duck-bill or Sim’s specula, sitesi dressing forceps, vulsellum 
forceps and a jar of sterile or antiseptic gauze. The patient 
should be placed across the bed in a good light, with the legs 
flexed upon the thighs and the thighs on the abdomen. The 
cervix is brought into view by the aid of the speculum, when 
it is seized with the vulsellum forceps and pulled well down > 
into view, where it is held while wide strips of the gauze ma- 
terial are carefully introduced within its cavity with the dress- 
ing forceps, After the packing is finished a perineal pad 
should be adjusted over the external parts and a binder ap- 
plied. Unless contraindicated the packing can be removed in 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours, and warm vaginal douches 
of salicylic acid and borax given once or twice a day for two 
weeks or more. During the most of this time the patient 
should be kept at rest in bed, on & mild but nourishing diet. 


EXTERNAL INFLAMMATION: CAUSES AND TREAT- 
MENT. 


Inflammation of the skin surface is due to various causes 
and is met with in different degrees of severity. The common 
causes of the morbid action are the extremes of heat and cold; 
systemic diseases as eczema, erysipelas, syphilis, and tubercu- 
lous affections; the action of irritant and caustic applications’ - 
such as mustard paste, nitric acid, turpentine, caustic potash, 
carbolic acid, and chloride of zinc; ‘the irritant effect of poison- 
ous. vegetable agents, as urtica dioica or common nettle, rhus 
toxicodendron or poison ivy, poison oak and dogwood; and 
traumatism, which embraces such morbid affections as cuts 
and bruises, bites and stings of venomous reptiles, excoriations 
produced by friction and scratching itching parts with the 
nails, 
The symptoms in common with inflammatory conditions 
are heat, pain, redness and swelling, accompanied with more 
or less stiffness of the part. The grade of inflammation will 
vary according to the nature of the exciting cause produc- 
ing it. In some cases it may not amount to more than a slight 
redness of the surface without other characteristic symptoms 
being present, while in others the inflammatory action runs so 
high that the surface becomes studded with vesicles or blebs 
that may, at a later period, be converted into pustules or small 
ulcers, and even causing death to the part. 

In eczematous states there is generally an exndation of a 
gummy serum into the inflamed tissues, which finds its way to 
the surface in moist patches whenever the affected area is irri- 
tated by scratching or rubbing. This exudate commonly dries 
up, forming scales upon the partially denuded corium. This 
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characteristic feature of eczematous disease. — 


Inflammation of the skin resulting from extreme heat will 

be considered only in the first and second degree. The first 
degree produces mere redness of the skin with some. soreness 
on pressure, while in the second degree there appears upon the 
inflamed surface vesicles or blebs of various sizes, and in con- 
nection there will be hyperemia and marked tenderness of the 
affected part, upon pressure. 


The inflammatory state of the skin due to erysipelas is 
often serious in its evolutions. The morbid action is due to a 
specific germ, streptococcus pyogenes erysipelatis. The con- 
tagious disease is not confined alone to the skin, the sub- 
cutaneous tissue generally suffers severely from the febrile af- 
fection, The onset of the acute disease is often sudden and 
characterized by a chill followed by high fever, headache, 
thirst, nausea, and sometimes vomiting. The pulse is generally 
full and rapid, the tongue coated with an ashen fur, the urine 
high colored and scanty, and the bowels constipated. Not in- 
frequently the active symptoms are preceded by a period of 
malaise and systemic disturbance lasting for three or four 
days. 

The part affected (commonly the face except in sialic 
erysipelas) usually presents a dusky red glistening appearance 
and puffy at first, and if infiltration of the tissues takes place 
the adjacent parts soon become edematous. Under proper 
treatment the contagious inflammatory disease unusually sub- 
sides within a week or ten days, with a desquamation of the 
skin surface. Its disappearance may be for a short period of 
time only, as it may reappear at some other point with equal 
virulence, as the tendency of the disease is to relapse under 
disturbed circulatory conditions. 


the system through a wound in the skin, whether this is an 
incised wound or an abrasion of the skin surface.. This form 
of the disease is rapidly developed and not infrequently re- 
sults in suppuration. 

_ -$yphilitic invasion of the system often becomes manifest 
by an epanespadey of the skin which generally appears during 
the secondary stage and precedes the eruption that often ac- 
companies this stage of the disease, The inflammatory symp- 
toms are not a serious phase of the disease. 

The inflammatory lesion of the skin in tubercular disease 
is generally not of a severe type; and a deposit of tubercle at 
some point in the inflamed area following the active phases 
of the disease is not uncommon. Unless the lame mat- 


albuminous exudation upon the inflamed surface is the chief 


In traumatic erysipelas the infection gains entrance into 
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ter becomes secondarily infected with some one of the patho- 
genic micro-organisms, suppuration at the site of the tuber- 
cular deposit seldom occurs, although the tubercle bacillus is 
capable, under favorable conditions, of producing pus. 


The severity of the inflammatory lesions of the skin re- 
sulting from the local application of irritant and caustic ap- 
plications will depend entirely upon the character of the 

agent and the length of time it remains in contact with the 
external surface. Mustard, turpentine and cantharides will 
actively redden the skin when applied for a short time, while 
carbolice acid, chloride of zine and caustic potash will, besides 
causing active inflammatory lesions, result in the destruction a 
of tissue. The symptoms following the use of these agents 
are such as are noted in common in other active inflammatory © 
states, heat, pain, redness and swelling, with tenderness on 
pressure, with sometimes derangement of function of the kid- 
neys. 

Poison oak and ivy sets up an hiliin dermatitis a few 
hours after coming in contact with these poisonous agents. 
Usually the onset of the inflammatory action is ushered in 
with a tingling or smarting sensation, which soon gives way | 
to an intolerable pruritis. To relieve this condition the pa- 
tient. will resort to rubbing and scratching the affected area, 
which soon provokes an active hyperemia of the part. Vesicles 
soon appear upon the inflamed surface, singly and in clusters, 

which are opened by scratching, the contents coalescing, form- 
ing scales over the denuded surface. The usual symptoms 
accompanying inflammation are present, heat, pain, redness 
and swelling, and in connection more or less fever will be 
noted during the period of greatest activity. Many cases of 
rhus poisoning run a course similar to that observed in acute 
eczema; the sudden onset of the morbid action and the char- 
acter of the vesicles being the distinguishing features between 
the two diseases. 
) The susceptibility of some persons to the poisonous action — 
of these agents while others are entirely immune from such 
action, can hardly be accounted for. There are persons who 
can pluck the ivy from the ground or fence and twist it about 
the hands without being in the least impressed by its irritant 
action. Others will be seriously affected by the poisonous 
emanations of the plant that pervade the air for some distance ; 
around about it. 

Inflammation following the bites and stings of reptiles 
insects, are almost, without exception, extremely active 
and, not infrequently, devitalizing. There is heat, pain, red- 
ness and swelling in the part, the latter being caused by effu- 
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gion of serum into the skin and subcutaneous tissues. If the 


blood in and about the wound becomes disorganized the af- 
fected area assumes a dark purplish appearance, and in ex- 
treme cases the skin and underlying tissues become necrotic 
and slough. 

The local inflammatory action caused by excoriation or 
denuding the skin by scratching with the finger nails is devoid 
of serious symptoms, except in such cases where infection is 
introduced into the circulation through the abrasions in the 
integument. In this manner septicemic, pyemic and erysipela- 
tous complications are set up that may sorely impress the. en- 
tire organism. In the latter condition the acute inflammation 
.runs a rapid course and is attended usually with rigors, fol- 
lowed by fever, headache, thirst, rapid pulse, a furred tongue, 
and digestive disturbances. 

The treatment of external inflammation should embrace 
both local and internal measures; first to remove the cause, if 
this still exists, and secondly to control the local disturbance 

and restore the diseased parts to a normal condition. 
Medicinal solutions having a cooling and soothing effect 
used topically upon the inflamed area will fulfill all require- 
ments except in such cases.as are produced by infection from 
external causes or where the local inflammatory action is the 


result of systemic disease. The object sought is to-relieve the 


local congestion which will favor resolution, and this will pre- 
vent suppuration and sloughing. A mixture composed of the 
following ingredients constitutes an evaporating lotion of great 
value in local inflammatory conditions: 


Menthol solution (3ij to aleohol %vj) 
Tr. Arnica 3ij. 


Aqua Dest gq. s. fi. Qt. 1. 


M. Sig. Apply to the inflamed area with an atomizer every 
" half hour or hour, or paint over the skin surface with 
a cotton swab as often, or use the following :

M. Sig. Paint over the inflamed surface or apply iin wet 
in the solution every two or three hours. If used about 
the face, care should be taken to not get the lotion in 


the eyes. Equal parts of the tincture of veratrum and 


belladonna can be painted over the affected area every 
three hours with much benefit to the patient. This solu- 
tion should not be used on abraded surfaces. 
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If the morbid state be due to infection réceived through 
cuts or abrasions of the skin, the alkaline antiseptic mixture 
should be liberally applied. The solution is made as follows:

_. The alkaline solution asa local application is most service- 

able in all inflammations resulting from bites and stings, 
especially such as are produced by poisonous snakes and rabid 
animals. In such cases: the above topical application. should 
be supported by immediately administering in and beneath 
the wound a half drachm or more of a two per cent. solution 
of permanganate of potash, hypodermically. After the lapse 
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of an hour or more after the reception of the wound, nitrate 
of strychnia, adrenalin chloride, or brandy should be substi- 
tuted for the potash solution, as the poison has by this time 


been absorbed and its lethal ‘effect upon the system must be 
overcome by stimulation. 


The local inflammatory effect of the poison ivy and oak 
is best subdued with the solution sprayed upon the 
irritated area with an atomizer, also, to relieve the itching 


that is a characteristic feature of the attack, A teaspoonful | 


of concentrated lye dissolved in a pint of water and used as 
a wash to the inflamed area at the first appearance of the 

vesicles will be found most efficient to control both the itching 
and the hyperemic condition of the skin. Phenic acid quickly 


brushed over the vesicated area, followed by bathing the part 


with alcohol will prove most gratifying in these cases. The 


procedure may have to be repeated two or three times in the | 


worst phases of the attack, with intervals of a day or two. - 
This: same local application will be found most efficient 


in the early stages of erysipelas, as will painting the inflamed © 


area with full strength veratrum every three or four hours. 
In cases ‘where this agent seems to be too stimulating a twenty. 
per cent solution of witch hazel in water should be substituted 
for two or three days with a few drops of phenic acid added: 
Antiphlogistine is highly praised by some medical practition- 
ers in the treatment of erysipelatous, as well as other forms 
of inflammation, but it, with other pasty mixtures, confines 
the heat to the already super-heated area, thus having a ten- 
dency to intensify the disease rather than to relieve it. * 

Inflamed surfaces resulting from excoriation or scratching 
with the finger nails should be washed occasionally with a two 


per cent borax solution (ten grains to the ounce of water) 


dried with a soft cloth and dusted with finely powdered white 


lead; if this is properly done no other treatment will be requir- 
ed. 


Local inflammatory conditions caused by eauibtle potash, 
ammonia, and other akaline irritants, should be bathed with 


weak acidulated water, or dressed with the vinegar and bis- — 


muth mixture as often as the nature of the case demands, 


while the same morbid state, when produced by strong acids, 


should be bathed in borax water and dressed with akaline 
mixture, the latter agent. made somewhat stronger by the ad- 


dition of a little more salicylic acid constitutes a most potent 


mixture in the treatment of such inflammatory states of the 
skin as are threatened with suppuration and gangrene. 

_ Tubercular and syphilitic inflammations of the skin de- 
mand the most persistent antiseptic treatment to subdue the 
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activities of the morbid action. The alkaline solution will be 
éapécially efficient in cases due to syphilitic invasion, but may — 
have to be increased in strength to meet the worst phases of 
the disease. If the surface of the skin is abraded and shows 
a tendency to ulceration, cleanse the part with antiseptics and 
follow with a dusting of biborate of soda twice aday. 
Tubercular disease of the skin is not common, and when 

met with is usually found to be associated with lesions of the _ 
game nature located in other parts of the body, hence to suc- — 
oessfully treat the external phases of the disease much reliance 
must of necessity be placed upon indicated remedies taken in- 
ternally. A most potent application for relief of the external 
inflammatory lesion is composed of salicylic acid grains thirty, 
glycerine one ounce, dissolved by heat and applied to the af- 
fected area three or four times a day. Not infrequently the 
tubercular masses, however small they may be, must be re- 
moved with the sharp curette before the local disturbance can 
be subdued. 
 Balves and other greasy mixtures seldom find a place in 
the successful treatment of any form of acute inflammatory 
diseases of the skin. They are smeary in their nature and 
ecelude the pores in the integument, thereby favoring the re- 
tention of heat rather than reducing it. 
Little can be said in favor of fomentations and Goiitions 
aa @ local dressing in the treatment of superficial inflammation, 
éxcept in such cases when suppuration is imminent and it is 
desired to hurry the abscess formation to a head. Here a 
fomentation made from equal parts of hops and stramonium 
leaves, moistened with hot water, serves a good purpose. 
Poultices made from flaxseed or powdered slippery elm bark 
are both comforting and curative and can be applied with 
every assurance of relief from the burning pain experienced 
in ‘the worst phases of the morbid state. 
There are a number of medicinal agents that when taken 
internally, in accordance with specific indications, favorably 
infiuencet the skin, when any considerable part of its surface ‘ 
suffers inflammatory changes. 

ft the outset the treatment of acute inflammatory dis- 

eases should be commenced ‘by opening the bowels with some 

one of the saline purgatives, and the function of the kidneys 
_ skould be stimulated with acetate or citrate of potash in small 
but frequent doses. — | 
| Of the sedative agents in repute in this form of Sliiieite, 
aconite, veratrum and gelsemium can be most favorably men- 
taoned. To obtain the best results from their administration, : 
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ve ae be given in secordance with the apecifie indications 
tor the dru 


j ‘should be given in those acute cases showing 
bright red surface, high f fever, aed colored pulse and cap 


stasis. 


‘Veratrum i is the agent in asthenic conditions indi- 
eated by a full bounding pulse, the surface flushed a deep red 
and the tissues showing a marked fullness. It is onpaatally oat 
be thought of in erysipelatous inflammations. 


Gelsemium is the remedy to contfol nervous itritation, 
nervousness, fever high, flushed face, contracted pupils, with 
marked local congestion of the inflamed part. This remedy is 


usually associated with aconite in acute cases waits excellent 
results, with the above indications present. 


Echinacea shoud be the first remedy thought of in cases 
of inflammation aggravated. by local infection. It can be as- 


sociated with either aconite or veratrum. Baptisia is also a 
potent remedy that should be thought of in connection with 


such cases, as well as sulphurous or hydrochloric acid diluted 


in water, where the tongue is red, breath offensive, with mark- 


ed digestive derangements. 


Rhus tox has a place in is treatment of inthdenieniahiidiy 
skin disease, especially in children and delicate females with 
thin skin, light hair and blue eyes. The indications for its 
use is a marked burning pain in the part affected, with a ten- 
dency to vesicate; prominent papille showing on a rather 


‘pointed tongue usually free from coating. With the above 
¢onditions the pulse is quick and oFaEP accompanied wath 


frontal headache. 


especially when accompanied with excessive heat, as is often 
observed in erysipelatous conditions, rapidly subdues the hy- 
perpyrexia and lessens the loeal congestion. This potent agent 
is of great value in the treatment of tubercular diseases of 
the skin, especially in the early stages. -At the same time the 
drug ean be given. internally in imereasing doses one hour 
after meals, commencing with three drops, adding one drop 
to each succeeding daily dose until fifteen or twenty drops

Where the general system is poorly nourished, appetite 
variable, and where anemic condition exists, such tonic and 
stimulatinfl remedies as acid solution of iron, strychnia, the 
lime salts, arsenic and the specific tr. phosphorus should be 
administered ; in alternation and in such doses as the individual 
case requires, 

The diet of a patient ee from external inflammation 
should be carefully regulated. Usually milk, gruel, rich soups, 
eustards and jellies are taken with a relish. In feverish states 
ice cream, lemon and pineapple ice are craved and are ad- 
missible if taken with graham crackers, or very plain sponge 
cake. Buttermilk and koumiss are nourishing and so are the 
juices of fruit. Eggs can be eaten with moderation and well 


cooked fowl and tender meats can be partaken of, if not con- 
tra-indicated by digestive disturbances. 


PTOMAIN POISONING. 
‘Orin Davis, M.D., Sawtelle, Calif.

- In compliance with your request to furnish a statement 


respecting the thirteen cases of ptomain poisoning, (twelve of 


which proved fatal,) that occurred in the city of Sawtelle, 
Cal., submit the following. necessarily fragmentary report. 
It is expected that a critical account,—an exhaustive report— 
if not already made, will soon be. published from the notes 
of the family physician, G. W. Peck, M.D., embracing symp- 
toms and all features of interest to the medical profession. 
It is hoped that it may include also pathological résults of 
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examination as well as the distinctive chemical diabetes of | 


the poison. 


Briefly stated, on Sabbath aiteraves r anuary 2nd of the 
present year, thirteen relatives and friends of the family sat 
at the table enjoying a simple social repast. The gathering 
was strictly an informal one, and all present partook freely 
of pears, prepared and canned the previous fall by ® woman 
of experience in her usual painstaking manner, Mrs. G. D. 
Valdez. 

pears were put in two cans. One was a_ two-quart 
Mason glass jar, having a porcelain top; the other a pint 
can. It is stated that the fruit used was not perfect, and there- 
fore such parts as were bruised or worm-eaten, were carefully 
cut out and removed before it was cooked and canned. From 
this time until the two-quart can was opened, it had remain- 
ed upon the pantry shelf undisturbed; and when Mrs. Pre- 
ciado undertook to remove the porcelain cap, she found that 
it was screwed on so tightly that she could not accomplish 
it with her hands, and had to use a knife. She then discov- 
ered that two rubber bands had been used in sealing the can. 

The perfectly clean appearance of the contents of this jar 
was in every respect reassuring to Mrs. Preciado and her 
mother, Mrs. G. D. Valdez, who put it up. The syrup was 


sweet, and as there was nothing in its appearance to indicate | 


decomposition, in this apparently wholesome condition, the 
fruit was served at the table. In partaking of the pears, it 
was noticed that their substance was rather soft and little air 
bubbles were discerned, imparting a mingled tartness with 
sweetness causing a prickly sensation to the tongue, not at 
all disagreeable,—simply suggestive that a fermenting change 
-_ might have just begun. No bitter, nor any other peculiar 
taste was detected. In response to my inquiry if the contents 
of the two-quart jar were heated before being served, Mrs. 
Preciado replied that they were not. She said, that after this 
afternoon meal to jwhat still remained of the contente of the 
two-quart jar, she added sugar and then heated the same, and 
it turned brown or dark. 

I then inquired if this jar had ever been used for cutting 
dough or cakes or for any such culinary purposes, and she 
promptly replied, that it never had been. She further said 
that she took only one teaspoonful of the juice of the fruit, 
and knows that it was sweet. She ate and swallowed two pieces 
of the pears and noticed the prickly sensation which they 
caused. 

The peculiar symptoms and particular Ciialiaile presented 
by these several instances of poisoning, occurring almost simul- 
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tuneousty, were gathered only in exceedingly meager and de- 
tached instalments. Concerning Mr, Reyes, Mrs. Valdez and 
aad her daughter, Mrs. Garcia and ie ‘three children at: 
Saints Monica, we offer no report. The. trifle that we have 
gleaned concerning the other victims clearly indicates the re- 
markably intense toxicity of the infectious substance offer- 
ing a. distinctive departure at variance from those already 
known and well defined, and on this account may prove in- 
structive as well as memorable in the annals of toxicology. 
It may awaken: new ineentive for more thorough research for 
a true defensive proteid, or an antidotary energy for holding 
in check the multiplying foree of the toxin, or, bring to light. 
some new potency to render its viruleney inoperative, —s 
-' Mrs, Gaudaloupe Fernandez and her child, Isabel, were 
first to succumb to the éffects of the poison, and the latter 
the first to pass away. Both mother and child were taken il 
Monday forenoon and both died Monday evening, one at 7:30, 
the other 10:30. Mrs. Fernandez said that her —— felt 
hike a board, and soon thereafter lost the use of it. 


About 10:30 Monday evening, Mrs. Preciado’s little 
daughter Maria Antonia was taken with nausea but did not 


* yomit, continued to grow worse until 4 o’clock p. m. Tuesday, 


when she passed away. Ramona Garcia, 13 years of age, niece 


of Mrs. Preciado, was taken ill about the same time that her 
‘cousin Maria was ill, and passed away at 7 o’clock, Tuesday 


évening. While there was similarity of symptoms in each m- 
stance, yet with this case the virus (or treatment?) produced 
an abundant glairy mucous fluid which accumulated rapidly 
in the mouth and fauces, which she often and vainly tried to 
remove with her fingers, frequently stuffing her handkerchief 
in her mouth and rolling it about to dislodge and bring it 


_ é&way. 1 did not ascertain that there was any other instance 


of ptyalism. 

As near as Hedeibblaed, Mrs. Juano ‘Wiacaiis was taken 

to her bed at one o’clock Tuesday, just an hour before her 
husband reluctantly followed her example. After days of. ill- 
ness and tedious convalescence, finally, Mrs. Preciado regained 
health. 
_. Virginia Preciado and her father were taken ill about 
two o’clock in the afternoon of Tuesday; the daughter died 
at five o ‘clock; : the father at seven o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

" Possibly a better ides may be obtained by a glimpse of 
current incidents, one of which I will focus. When Mrs, Fer- 
nandez was taken 1ll, Mrs. Preciado suggested to her husban 
to get some one to assist her in caaEey for Mrs. Fernandez an 
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chil: it appeared that Mrs. Valdez had gone with her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Garcia, who lives in Santa Monica. When he arrived 
there he found Mrs. Valdez and three of the Garcia 
under the care of a physician who had diagnosed the cases ta 
be ptomain poison from eating canned pears. On his return 
home he communicated these facts to his family and to his 
brother-in-law, who promptly gave him this advice: ‘Yor 
know that you have partaken of these pears, and, right away, 
it 1s up.to yourself to clear your system from their poisonous

Guzman then went to Santa Monica to obtain more whiskey, 
but his application for it, to be used in urgent sickness, was 
flatly denied. In this curt way he was deprived of the possi- 
ble benefit which might be derived from charging his blood 
sufficiently to counteract and stay the effects of poison. © 


The symptoms in each of the foregoing instances of pto- 
main poisoning are nearly identical as well as characteristic 
and bear a remarkable correlative similarity to those induced 
by the concentrated alkaloids of Veratin and Gelsemin. 


-. The active principle Veratin is obtained from the dried 
root of the American White Hellebore. The tincture of the 
green root is largely devoid of the acridity of the root when 
dried, consequently its remedial action is so varied and modi- 
fied that it meets the diversified requirements of inflammatory 
diseases. The tincture of the dried root causes extreme n 
attended by general muscular prostration, a reduction of the 
_ frequency and volume of the pulse, slowing of respiration, pal- 
lor overspreading the cutaneous surface which becomes moist. 
Occasionally vomiting occurs, followed by temporary relief 
of symptoms, pupil of the eye dilates, followed by drowisness 
and mental indifference, and in fatal instances death super- 
venes from asphyxia. 

Sinee penning the above symptoms induced by vera- 
trin, I quote from a report made by M. B. rege re 
M, D., at the 1909 meeting of the Eclectic Medic

EXTEND THE LIST OF SPECIFIC MEDICINES.

Presumably every plant that grows has some medicinal 
value. 
plants have been studied and their healing virtues ascertained 
and are known to the medical profession as valuable remedies 
for the healing of disease. During the past fifty years the 
Eclectic. school of medicine in America has taken the lead in 
plant investigation and has acquired a list of about two hun- 
dred remedies which are prepared in the form of specific 
medicines that are of uniform quality and reliable in action. 
Each of these remedies has some specific use and their em- 
ployment in the treatment of disease gives to Eclectic medi- 
cine a decided advantage over every other system of healing. 
But there is still an unexplored world left for the botanical in- 
vestigator and the number of unknown medical plants may be 
even larger than have already been identified and named. 
Even in our own wild and desert regions numberless plants 
grow which possess rare medical properties that are only wait- 
ing to be found out. Occasionally such a plant is discovered 
and added to the list of specific medicines, like the Anemopsis 
of the southwest recently introduced, which is claimed to be 
a cure for nasal catarrh. 

Dr. R. E. Kunze of Phoenix, Arizona, has quietly been 
studying the properties of many new. plants growing on the 
desert, several of which have received recent mention in this 


journal, the Euphorbia Albomarginata as an antidote for

Several years ago while I was in Arizona, I heard of a 
plant which was reputed to possess rare healing virtues. I 
took the time to look it up and found that its scientific name 
was Ephedra but it is known among the plainsmen and cow- 
boys as ‘‘whorehouse’’ plant. It is considered locally as an 
infallible cure for every kind of venereal disease, syphilis and 


tific work speaks for itself but natural modesty prevents boast- ‘ 


gonorrhoea as well as kidney disease, It is prepared ina 


decoction and is administered freely as a tea, since it is per- 
fectly harmless. I have never had an opportunity to test its 
virtues but believe that it is worthy of study. I met a man 
sometime ago who used it empirically and claimed that it 
cured Bright’s disease. 


The plant has the gray hue of the desert and looks like 


a faded bunch of hay or straw. I have seen it growing many 
times but never saw the plant in leaf or flower, although it 
may possess both at certain seasons of the year. Under the 
gray exterior it is green and if rubbed or crushed emits a faint 
agreeable aroma which mingles with the scent of several oth- 
er desert herbs that impart a peculiar sweet fragrance to the 
desert air. In a recent letter to Dr. Kunze, I mentioned this 
plant and asked him if he knew anything about it. He replied 
in one of his characteristic letters which is of so much interest 
that it is here reproduced: 


Phoenix, Arizona, J anuary 14th, 1910. 
_ My Dear Doctor Munk: 


Your cordial letter of the 5th inst. was duly peeubved ein 
I wish to write a few words about Ephedra Trifurca, that 
Mexican remedy for gonorrhoea. I first heard of it in Tucson 


thirteen years ago, where I learned that an old Mexican wo- 


man was in the habit of curing infected boys of that malady. 
She used this plant as I was informed. It seems that Mexicans 
generally, are posted re garding the efficacy of this plain look- 


ing shrub which is often found along small arroyos of our 


desert. 


A queer circumstance happened to me ‘some nine or ten 
years ago in this city which I shall never forget. I had been 
collecting insects on the nearby desert and brought back with 
me a bunch of Ephedra with a view of studying the botanical 
description in one of my botanies. Passing through the Court- 
house Plaza, every Mexican I met smiled and cast a furtive 


glance at me, At last the joke dawned on your puzzled friend 


when an elderly Mexican stopped me to explain what a valu- 


abe medicine this plant represented. After this interview r 


made haste not to expose the specimen to the general view. 
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Quite frequently I have heard of the efficacious effect 
that this remedy has acquired for itself but I have never had 
an occasion to preseribe it myself. It is mentioned in the 
botanical part of the Mexican Boundary Report and in Gray 
and Coulter’s Western Botany. I vi notes about it in the 
manuscript of my materia medica. Next spring when the 
shrub is in flower, I shall have it photographed and will give 
you a short article for your Eclectic Medical Journal. I have 
my doubts whether it would cure a bad chancre. 

There is another species, Ephedra Antisyphilitica (Wat- 
son), our Trifurca should not be confounded with, yet it may 
be that both species are similarly employed. E. ‘Antisyphilitica 
is found along the Rio Grande in Texas, as far southe as

THE EARLIEST AMERICAN SURGICAL TREATMENT. 
By H. W. Felter, M.D., Cincinnati, Ohio. 


The article on ‘‘Toxine of Stringray Fish’’ by Dr. V. Mill- 
asich in the last issue of the California Eclectic Medical Jour- 
nal, recalls some early American colonial history. The histori- 
eal account relates a similar accident and records the name of 
one of the first surgeon-physicians in the New World, Dr. 
‘Walter Russell. So far as we are aware it is a first hand rec- 
ord of the first surgical aid rendered in America; in fact, but 
a year after the settlement of Jamestown. However, we may — 
regard the narrator, the boastful Captain John Smith of Poca- 
hontas fame and his contributions to Virginia’s history, we 
feel reasonably sure of the truthfulness of the following ac- — 
count, in which he was the victim, and we are also certain that 
he was gifted with an acute and ready .observation and the 
power of description. Such accounts fairly pulsate with life- 
interest because they record the experience of the narrator 
and the reader can almost feel that he was one of the com- 
pany and had witnessed the injury. Compare his description 
of the fish and the symptoms attending the injury with those 
of Dr. Millasich and note the concordance in ‘both regarding 
the instantaneous, fulminating, and distressing character of 
the pain and the bluish discoloration of the wound. Smith’s 
contribution is valuable, not alone in being the first account 
of surgery in America, but considering that. he was a layman 
and lived at a period when clearness of expression was not 
always attained even by the scholarly, he presents a remark- 
ably clear, though brief pathologic picture. ‘‘Captain Smith 
wrote that. ‘‘Tt chansed our Captaine, taking a fish from his 
sword (not knowing her condition) being much of the fashion 
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of a Thornback, but a long tayle like a riding rodde, whereon 
the middest is a most poysoned sting, of two or three inches 
long, bearded like a saw on each side, which she strucke into 
the wrist of his arms neare an inch and a halfe; no blood nor 
wound was seene, but a litle blew spot, but the torment was 
instantly so extreme, that in foure houres had so swollen his 


hand, arme and shoulder, we all with much sorrow concluded 


his funerall and prepared his grave in an Island by, as him- 
selfe directed; yet it pleased God. by a presciour oyle Doctor 
Russel at first applyed to it when he sounded it with a probe 
{ere night), his tormenting paine was so well asswaged that 
he eate of the fish to his supper, which gave no less joy and 
content to us than ease to himselfe, for which we called the 
Island Stingray Isle after the name of the fish.’’ 


DIETETICS. 
Q. A. RB. Holton, M.D., Whittier, Cal. 


In last month’s Journal we briefly noticed some of Paw- 
low's experiments with dogs, having bisected esophagi and fis- 
tulous openings into the stomach, thus enabling the scientist 
to observe the flow of saliva and gastric juice under yaried 
conditions. We noticed how the salivary glands were.excited 
to action. by different agencies, the sub-maxillary by many, 
almost any mechanical agent and by a wide range of psychic 
impulses, while the Parotid remained inactive under psychic 
influence as well as all wet substances but responded quickly 
when dry powdered substances were placed in the mouth. 

We also noticed results obtained in the case of dogs ‘with 


fistulous opening into the stomach. The gastric secretion re- 


maining nil while the dog was freely ensalivating, chewing 
and swallowing various inert or stimulating substances, but 
‘getting promptly to work when meat or bread was given the 
dog—and what was more strange, the gastric secretion was 
just as promptly started when such food was brought in view 


of the hungry dog and. he believed he would get it. A hungry 


dog tempted with savory food. passing near him frequently 
with it in preparation so that he is kept in eager anticipation 
of eating it will secrete as much and in some experiments even 
more gastric Juice than when sham feeding (feeding a dog with 
a divided esophagus) is resorted to. 

This system of experimenting was carried farther. Pre- 
pared meat was secretly, without arousing any suspicion on 
the part of the dog, injected into the stomach through the fis- 
tulous opening. The dog had no knowledge that he had been 
fed so that no Psychic influence over the gastric secretion 
existed. Instead of a free secretion setting in within five or 
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ten minutes as occurred in the case of shown feeding and teas- 
ing by. bringing the much-craved food in sight and smell no 


secretion of gastric juice for from fifteen to forty-five minutes 


and then a very scanty flow and of low digestive power. I 
quote one experiment as given by Pawlow, ‘‘I carried out the 
following procedure on two dogs, both of which had ordinary 


gastric fistula and were besides oesophagotomised, In the 


stomach of one while its attention was distracted by patting 
and speaking kindly to it.in order to avoid arousing any 
thought of feeding, a definite number of pieces of flesh were in- 
troduced through the fistula. The morsels were threaded on 


a string, the free end of which was fastened to the fistula 


cannula by inserting a cork. The dog was then brought into 
a separate room and left by itself. A like number of pieces 
was introduced into the stomach of the other dog in the 
same way but during the process vigorous sham feeding was 
kept up, the animal afterwards being left alone. Each dog 


received 100 grams of flesh. Since then an hour and a half 


have elapsed and now we may draw the pieces of flesh out by 
means of the thread and weigh them. The loss of weight and 
consequently the amount of flesh digested is very different in 
the two cases. 

In that of the dog without sisi feeding the loss of weight 
amounts to merely six grams; while the flesh withdrawn from 
the stomach of the other dog weighs only 70 grams, that is to 
say was reduced by 30 grams. This, therefore, represents the di- 
gestive value of the passage of food through the mouth, the 
value of a desire for food, the value of an appetite. If the 
same laws thus shown to be operative in the dog are equally 
true in man (and it seems reasonable to believe they are 
even more marked) then some of the very orthodox teachings 
of medical men on diet and feeding can be shown to be very 
erroneous and even injurious; forinstance, the habit of feed- 
ing patients regularly every ae or four hours regardless of 
whether they have an.appetit@or not. If there is no appetite 
there is no juice and hence no digestion and whatever is thrown 
into the stomach under such conditions is so much foreign 
matter, whether it is sawdust or sauce, about as well one as 


the other. It must be gotten rid of at the eepense of the pa- 


tient’s vital powers. 

Again, eating and feeding in advance of hunger is like 
dumping a lot of coal on a flickering flame—puts it out. Bet- 
ter wait until nature has kindled the fires of hunger then the 
coal will be consumed.

Under these circumstances is it not absurd to expect them 
to commend in any way the work of Eclectics or Homeopaths. 
Furthermore, their council could not commend it if they 
would. By precedent and individual inclination their source 
of information is Allopathic literature.. Outside of their own 
particular fold, all practitioners are barbarians—dwellers in 
the outer darkness. Standing in the glare of their own arc 
light beyond and around all is void and senseless. To be sure 
there are other are lights up the street, but the light of these 
seems by contrast to be very feeble and inconsequent. Not 
having been to see they really do not know that those other 
are lights are just as bright and just as useful. 


| 
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Again they flatter themselves with the thought that they 


are the original and only non-sectarians, a statement which 


is pure assumption on their part, for no medical school is 
less so, Believing, as the A. M. A. does, that they are the root 
and source of all good in medicine, should we be surprised that 
their council recommends only their own remedies? And it 
would not dare do otherwise if it knew better. Does any sane 
. man when in court expect his side of the case to be present- 
ed or even admitted by his opponent’s attorney ? 


It is time all of us should realize that this is a fight and 
not an amiable palaver. 


STRYCHNINE—STOVAINE ANESTHESIA. 


It is our personal belief that general anesthesia induced 
by the inhalation of the various substances commonly em- 
ployed is a perfectly safe procedure when conducted by a 
competent person. At the same time we freely admit that it 
is dangerous in the hands of-the nervous or ignorant, for the 
agents used are powerful and must be used intelligently. To 
do this work properly requires an experience gained only by 
- daily practice. By rights it is a specialty and it should be so 
recognized and paid accordingly. 


We happened to be working in Paris at the time Oe the 
discovery and introduction of spinal anesthesia and from per- 
sonal observation concluded that it was a suitable anesthetic 
in but a limited field of work. 

This opinion we still hold —though | we ocnitans to 
take an interest in the subject. Prof. Thoma Jonnesco, Dean 
of the Faculty of Medicine in the University of Bucharest, 
Roumania, is the champion of spinal anesthesia. Recently he 
has been giving demonstrations in America and prior to that 
in England. The ‘‘Lancet’’ of Nov. 28th gives the following 
account: 

‘On Friday last, November 19, M. Jonnesco delivered a 
lecture before the Surgical and Anesthetics Sections of the 
Royal Society of Medicine, in which he dealt with many feat- 
ures of his subject, and we give here a brief account of cer- 
tain cases at the ‘‘Dreadnought,’’ where, through the courtesy 
of the staff of the hospital, M. Jonnesco was enabled to demon- 
strate his method. The patients upon whom the method was 
shown were three in number, and we must say at once that 
the results did not bear out all the claims made by M. Jon- 


nesco in his published statements. At the same time it is to 


be remembered that, speaking no English, the operator was 
unable to gain the confidence on the patient’s part of which 
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‘he 1s wont to avail himself, To be able to talk to the con- 
‘selous ‘patient, to reassure him, and to distract his attention 
are aids to success which M. Jonnesco usually employs, and 
‘which were, of course, denied him in ‘the ease of patients 
‘whose language is unknown ‘to -him. Moreover, he had not 
hiniself prepared ‘the ingredients which he uséd for injection, 

although these were prepared, we understand, ‘exactly in ac- 

cordance with his directiotis. Again, he was showing some- 

thing new toa large and keenly interested gathering of imedi- 

‘cal men, and it may be that the comparative want of success 

was due in part to his natural eagerness ‘to show quickly those 

effects which perhaps would have been obvious if more time 

had been allowed for their development. The first case was 

that of a young man requiring operation for a breaking-down 

glandular mass on the left side of the neck. The patient was 

‘a good subject, not nervous or frightened, of healthy color, — 
and of fair intelligence. Sitting up, he was injected between 
the first and second dorsal vertebrae with one cubic céntimeter 
of solution which contained three céentigrammes of stovaine 
and one-half milligramme of strychnine. After the injection 
he was kept sitting for about a minute, and was then told to 
lie down, his head resting on a pillow. After about a minute 
in tnis position his head was lowered below the level of his 
shoulders for about half a minute and then placed again on 
the pillow. There were now some retching and moistening of 
the lips with the tongue. He was told to turn his head to the 
right, and all the surgical preparations having been previously 
made and a piece of lint lightly placed over the patient’s eyes, 
M. Jonneseo at once made the incision, There was no evidence 
of pain, and it was obvious that the patient was unaware that 
he had been eut. Vessels were picked up and tied, the same 
quiet condition persisting. When, however, a little dragging 
of tissues was necessary to expose glands or to secure bleeding 
vessels there was almost continuous moaning on the patient’s 
part. In answer to questions, however, he admitted that what 
he felt was not very bad. The skin suturing caused him no 
sensation at all. This case, then, demonstrated the truth of 
M. Jonnesco’s assertion that it is possible with perfect safety 
to injeet his solution high up in the spinal canal, and to place 
the patient in such a position that presumably the solution 
reaches the brain. There was no evidence. of any respiratory 
paresis, nor of any effect at all upon the medulla, unless the 
short attack of retching be regarded as such. The color was 
well preserved, and the way in which cut arteries spurted 
showed that there was no depression of circulatory vigor. The 
skin anesthesia in this case descended to the level of the 
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middle of the thighs. The cornae were. insensitive: to: touch, 
and the. arms were paralyzed. After-effects were limited: to 
severe: headache of some hours’ duration, From the poizt of 
view of the surgeon, then, this cage, im which the operation 
lasted about fifteen minutes, was during the time of operation 
almost perfectly successful. The. only. drawback was that 
moaning to which reference has been made. On the next case, 
rt mt tomy for gastric carcinoma, the same judgment can 
e passed. Here there was not otily groaning but strain- 
which interfered with the surgeon’s rianipule- 
tions to an undesirable: éxtent. In fact, it appeared: to us that 
liad a gastroenterostomy been attempted: it could not have 
heen carried through with the degree of anesthesia provided: 
To’ what extent the straining was' due‘ to sensation of pain on 
the. patient’s part we’ can not say. It became more’ obvious. 
when’ the parietal: peritoneum was incised, but it was: aroused 
to some extent by: hs skin cut too, As’ ‘there: was found a 
mass of carcinoma in the cardiac portion of the stomach the 
abdomen; was closed. The injection in this case had been made 
between’ the twelfth dorsal and first- lumbar vertebral spines. 
In the third case the high injection was made in order’ to 
procure anesthesia for a mastoid operation. After two injec- 
tions, although the skin was perfectly analgesic, thexe wad 0
